Policeman found guilty in slaying

MIAMI — A Hispanic policeman 
was found guilty of manslaughter 
Thursday in the deaths of two black 
men, and black leaders praised the 
verdict as a just response to the 
shooting that set off three days of 
racial violence. 

Miami Officer William Lozano, 31, 
showed no emotion when he heard the 
verdict in the Jan. 16 deaths of motor- 
cyclist Clement Lloyd, 23, and pas- 
senger Allan Blanchard, 24. The two 
counts carry a total maximum sen- 
tence of 45 years. 

Circuit Judge Joseph Farina de- 
ferred adjudication on the jury’s find- 
ings, an administrative formality to 
allow a pre-sentencing investigation. 
He ordered everyone involved to re- 
turn to court Jan. 24. Lozano re- 
mained free on $10,000 bond and had 
to surrender his passport. 

The televised verdict by the six- 
member, multi-ethnic jury brought 
relief to an inner-city black commu- 
nity that feared the trial would spark 
another round of racial unrest.

Pres. Lee addresses 
local businessmen

The relationship between BY U and 
the community is not only profitable 
to both, but also essential, said BYU 
President Rex Lee in a speech given 
Thursday to area businessmen. 

President Lee gave credit to the 
community and especially Abraham 
Smoot, who “largely out of his own 
funds kept the Brigham Young 
Academy operating” in the 1890s. He 
also gave credit to Jesse Knight for 
being the counterpart to Abraham 
Smoot in later years. 

“It will never again be, I think, nec- 
essary for BYU to turn to the local 
community for stirvival, but it will be 
necessary for us to continue” to solizit 
furids from others to continue grow- 
ing and improving in areas like the 
library and drawing world-class fac- 
ulty, he said. 

“BYU will always be principally fi- 
nanced by the LDS Church. What 
makes BYU unique is the values and 
standards of the LDS Church,” Presi- 
dent Lee said. 

President Lee said from time to 
time there will be changes in some 


minor details in the Honor Code be- 
cause times change, but he could not 
ever see the time where BYU didn’t 
impose some kind of dress and groom- 
ing standard. 

He said he was personally in favor 
of the Honor Code. 

BYU is a “very changed organiza- 
tion from the days when I was there,” 
President Lee said. 

He compared the numbers at BYU 
now to when he was a student at 
BYU: 

He said in the early 1950s BYU had 
about 12 academic buildings; today 
there are about 425. There were ap- 
proximately 220 faculty with about a 
quarter having doctorates then. Now 
there are about 1350 with 78 percent 
having doctorates: 

President Lee said BYU used to 
serve 800 meals a day compared to 
33,000 meals today. 

When he was a student at BYU, 
there were 15 miles of telephone ca- 
ble, and today there are 5500 miles of 
cable. 

“In the 1880s the total faculty bud- 
get was $4,200. Today (that budget) 
would pay about 20 hours of our elec- 
tricity bill,” President Lee said. 


Eating disorder program 
helps BYU students, others

About half the people that partici- 
pate in Orem Community Hospital’s 
eating disorder program are BYU 
students, according to a_ hospital 
spokesperson. 

The people suffer from anorexia 
nervosa, bulimia or compulsive eat- 
ing. 
Debbie Christensen, director of the 
Center for Counseling, Education 
and Research at OCH, said men and 
women with these problems “are run- 
ning away from their emotions and 
pain.” 

An OCH press release said these 
people often suffer from depression, 
anxiety, guilt, isolation, irritability or 
passivity and have an obsession with 
food. 

To solve their problems these peo- 
ple turn to food. 

“We want to help them deal with 


reality so they don’t have to escape (to 
food),” Christensen said. 

In the release Christensen said, 
“Compulsive eating has nothing to do 
with hunger, just like alcoholism has 
nothing to do with alcohol. Compul- 
sive eating has to do with the way the 
person feels inside and that person’s 
inability to deal with those feelings.” 

In the release Harold A. Frost, 
clinical director of the Eating Disor- 
der Program at Utah Valley Regional 
Medical Center, said, “Many people 
eat compulsively when stress comes 
into their lives. What they do is turn 
to binging on food in an attempt to 
calm themselves. 

“When I ask what eating compul- 
sively does for my patients, they fre- 
quently tell me that it makes them 
feel numb,” he said. 

“It becomes a diversion — as you 
polish off a pizza, you aren’t focusing 
ona dysfunctional marriage or a pain- 
ful past.” 


Pro-choicers say abortion Is a right

According to Utah leaders of the 
pro-choice movement, the issue isn’t 
whether abortion is right or wrong, 
the issue is whether a woman can do 
with her body what she wants. 

“If the Supreme Court were to 
overturn Roe vs. Wade (the landmark 
1973 decision that guaranteed a 
woman the right to a legal abortion 
her first three months of pregnancy) 
well, it would turn back the clock to 
the bad old days,” said Michelle 
Parish-Pixler, Utah’s head of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. 

In Utah, more than 3,500 abortions 
are performed annually at clinics in 
Salt Lake City and Ogden. 

Arecent KSL-Channel 5 poll deter- 
mined that 40 percent of Utah resi- 
dents favor a woman’s choice of 
whether or not to abort her unborn 
fetus. 

The poll also indicated that 54 per- 
cent favor the possibility of aborting a 
deformed fetus, 85 percent if the 
mother’s life is in danger, 90 percent if 
the unwanted pregnancy comes as a 
result of rape or incest and 97 percent 


if the mother’s life is threatened dur- 
ing the delivery. 

Also, the poll indicated that 30 per- 
cent of Utahns support the idea that 
abortion is a right guaranteed by the 
United States Constitution. 

“The major public opinion polls in 
this state show that most Utahns 
trust the ability of a woman to make 
the personal decision regarding abor- 
tion and what is best for her,” said 
Suzanne Millsaps, executive director 
of the National Abortion Rights Ac- 
tion League in Utah. 

Both NARAL and the ACLU are 
joining with Planned Parenthood, 
The National Organization of Women 
and other pro-choice organizations in 
an effort nationwide to unveil what 
they describe as an “overwhelming 
majority” of Americans who favor a 
woman’s reproductive rights. 

Since the July Supreme Court deci- 
sion that cut into Roe vs. Wade by 
denying access to public abortions 
and requiring counseling, etc., scores 
of pro-choice rallies have been orga- 
nized all across the country. Recently 
Salt Lake City held a rally that coin- 
cided with a national rally in Wash- 
ington D.C. Also, pro-choice heavy- 
weights, such as NOW leader Molly 
Yard have appeared locally to assist 
Parish-Pixler and Millsaps in getting 


their pro-choice message across. Both 
women sense a pro-choice swing in 
Utah. Both also fear that a Supreme 
Court dominated by Ronald Reagan 
appointees will reverse the tide with- 
out consulting the public. “The cur- 
rent justices have returned us to the 
days when a woman had to risk her 
life to terminate a pregnancy,” said 
Millsaps. 

“If you take away this right to an 
abortion ... it’s going to be a war, and 
it’ll be worse than Vietnam,” insists 
Parish-Pixler. “It is our bodies, and 
this is a right that women will not give 
up without a struggle.” 

At the Utah Women’s Health Cen- 
ter in Salt Lake City abortions are 
performed daily. A spokesperson who 
wishes to remain anonymous said that 
the center enforces Utah law which 
requires that a minor be with a parent 
or have a notarized letter stating that 
a parent is aware of the abortion. 

“Tf girls don’t feel comfortable noti- 
fying their parents, we recommend 
that (they) go to Colorado for their 
abortions,” said the spokesperson. 
“Colorado has no notification law. We 
have a referral clinic in Grand Junc- 
tion.” The SLC center goes over med- 
ical records with the girl or woman 
and does lab work to decide the health 
effects of the abortion.

Filipino rebels hold out against Aquino 


MANILA, Philippines — Talks with rebel holdouts on Cebu Island broke 
down Thursday after mutineers in Manila laid down their arms, and a political 
rival predicted more attempts to overthrow President Corazon Aquino. 

Cardinal Jaime L. Sin, Roman Catholic archbishop of Manila; endorsed an 
appeal by Mrs. Aquino for people to join a mass rally Friday in support of 
democracy. ; 

“The future of the nation is in your hands,” the cardinal said to Filipinos. 

Mrs. Aquino’s support has eroded because of rising prices, other economic 
problems and charges of incompetence and corruption. 

When rebels marched back to their Manila barracks Thursday from the 
Makati financial district, after a week-long mutiny, they chanted: “No surren- 
der! The fight goes on!” 

At least 79 people were killed and more than 570 wounded in the mutiny, 
which began last Friday in Manila and on Cebu, 350 miles south of Manila. 

In Cebu City, about 400 rebels at Mactan Air Base refused to give up. 

Gen. Renato de Villa, the military chief of staff, pleaded with the leader of 
the Mactan rebels, Brig. Gen. Jose Commendador, not to carry out threats to 
blow up the 16 military aircraft at the base. 

Commendador refused offers by local politicians to guarantee him and his 
troops safe passage from the base, and said his men would hold out until Mrs. 
Aquino called new elections and resigned. 


E. German Communists will cooperate 

EAST BERLIN — The Communist Party agreed Thursday to cooperate 
with the opposition, after 40 years of ruling East Germany with Stalinist 
orthodoxy, and both sides proposed elections in May and agreed to rewrite the 
constitution. 

The Communist Party may even follow the Hungarian party in changing its 
name. The first talks between party and opposition delegations were held 
after publication of the new Communist program and produced an agreement 
to recommend that Parliament schedule elections May 6. 

They also agreed on the need for a new constitution, but no details were 
released. 

About 2,500 people marched to the site of the talks in a Lutheran Church 
building and chanted, “Free elections! Free elections!” ; 

Lt. Gen. Wolfgang Schwanitz, chief of state security, said angry citizens had 
stormed secret police facilities in four cities, inflicting “numerous slight in- 
juries to our colleagues.” 


Premier quits; Czechs seek compromise 


PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia — Premier Ladislav Adamec resigned Thurs- 
day while still bargaining with a powerful opposition that demanded the 
Communists form an acceptable government or suffer another general strike. 

Adamec, 63, announced his resignation at a meeting with non-Communist 
party officials about changes in the government, said Bohuslav Kucera of the 
Socialist Party. He quoted Adamec as saying a new, younger leader was 
needed to achieve a compromise. 

President Gustav Husak asked Deputy Premier Marian Calfa, 43, to take 
over and continue searching for a solution, the official CTK news agency 
reported. 

Calfa, a Communist, has attended most of Adamec’s recent meetings with 
opposition leaders, who rejected the Cabinet Adamec formed Dec. 3. 

Adamec had been expected to name a new government Friday that would 
involve some form of power sharing with the opposition, which in a few weeks 
has become strong enough to break the Communist Party’s 41-year monopoly 
on power. 


Nintendo playing monopoly,Rep. says 

WASHINGTON — The chairman of a House antitrust panel charged 
Thursday there is “strong evidence” that unfair marketing practices by Nin- 
tendo of America Inc. have monopolized the home video game industry and 
kept the prices of Super Mario and his buddies artificially high. 

Rep. Dennis Eckart, D-Ohio, asked the Justice Department’s antitrust 
division to investigate Nintendo, the U.S. subsidiary of a Japanese manufac- 
turer that revived the domestic electronic game industry and now controls 80 
percent of the $3.4 billion market. 

Nintendo officials angrily disputed the charges and accused Eckart of deny- 
ing them an opportunity to defend themselves. 

“This guy is just grandstanding,” said Howard C. Lincoln, senior vice 
president of Nintendo. MSE eS 3 
| Eckart, chairman of the House. Small Business subcommittee-on antitrust | 
accused Nintendo ofinthuidating retailers to keep competitors-zames off the 
toy store shelves. 


AIDS vaccine developed for monkeys 


WASHINGTON — A new vaccine against a virus that causes AIDS in 
monkeys is a significant advance toward developing a vaccine to protect people 
against the closely related human AIDS virus, experts said Thursday. 

“The major significance of this work is that (it shows) a vaccine is possible for 
an AIDS virus,” said Michael Murphey-Corb, head of a team at the Delta 
Regional Primate Research Center in Covington, La., that developed the 
simian vaccine. 

Researchers at the Tulane University research center said a vaccine made 
of whole, inactivated simian immunodeficiency virus (SIV) can protect rhesus 
monkeys against the virus, which is a close, genetic relative of the human 
immunodeficiency virus (HIV) that causes AIDS. 

Dr. Wayne Koff, chief of AIDS vaccine research at the National Institutes of 
Health, said the work by Murphey-Corb and her colleagues “is the most 
significant advance in the vaccine field since we started the AIDS vaccine 
program. It is a giant leap.

Geologist says, look 
for earthquake faults 
when house hunting

People should check for earthquake 
faults when they buy or build a house, 
said a Utah County geologist to BYU 
students and the public Thur sday 
night. 

Robert M. Robison, a geologist for 
the Utah County Planning Office, 
said houses built a good distance away 
from a fault will survive an earth- 
quake better than houses straddling a 
fault or houses in the valley. 

The Planning Department will 
provide people with information con- 
cerning faults, Robison said. He also 
recommended hiring a technical con- 
sultant. 

During an earthquake in the Utah 
Valley the “valley would drop and the 
mountains would rise,” Robison said. 
The drop would cause waves which 
would grow larger as they went into 
the valley, he said. 

The shaking caused from these 
waves is the largest killer during an 
earthquake, he said. “The shaking 
will usually last 20 seconds and after 
those 20 seconds things as we know 
them would not exist.”

Few artists have left the public eye 
only to return bigger than ever many 
years later. Such is the case with 
Donny Osmond, who will present a

More than a decade after his last 
Top 10 hit, Osmond’s “Soldier of 
Love,” the title track from his new 
release, was listed at the top of “Bill- 
board” magazine’s singles chart.

Ron Clark, coordinator of BYU

‘can’t.”” Clark said. 

Clark met Osmond at the height of 
his teen career. 

“We'd fly him on to the stage from 
the back of the audience,” said Clark. 
“Promoters actually had medics on 
hand for girls who passed out.” 

At 17, Osmond and his sister Marie 
became the youngest hosts of a 
weekly, one-hour comedy/variety se- 
ries, “The Donny and Marie Show,” 
which aired on network television for 
four seasons, 1976 to 1979. 

Following Osmond’s television se- 
ries and a few film attempts, Osmond 
disappeared from the public eye. 

“T think Donny had a harder time 
making the transition from teen star 
to adult star than, for example 
Michael Jackson, because he was so 
incredibly popular as a teen idol. Peo- 
ple wouldn’t let him grow up,” Clark 
said. 

Osmond owns a television and film 
studio in California and remained ac- 
tive in music, even though he wasn’t 
in the public eye. 

In 1988, Osmond produced several 
tracks, including “Soldier of Love,” 
for Virgin Records in England.

After high school Atoa went to 
BY U-Hawaii and earned a spot on the 
volleyball team.

“When they 
came from Samoa, they could always 
jump real high and they liked to hit 
the ball hard,” he said. “Sam was a 
hard worker and always had great 
desire.”

11 receive Caring Awards

WASHINGTON — The absence 
of three recipients of 1989 Caring 
Awards from the presentation cere- 
mony Thursday told as much about 
the kind of person who would be 
dubbed “one of the most caring peo- 
ple in America” as those present. 

Millard Fuller, founder of a hous- 
ing program called Habitat for Hu- 
manity, couldn’t be there because it 
would have meant canceling four 
speaking engagements, said his 
spokeswoman Bonnie Little. 

“When he makes a commitment to 
speak, he takes it very seriously,” 
said Little. “He believes caring is a 
commandment from God.” 

Robert Macauley, who started 
AmeriCares, was busy in Connecti- 
cut preparing a shipment of goods 
for victims of the 1988 Armenian 
earthquake. 

Since 1982, Macauley’s. organiza- 
tion has provided $271 million in 
medicine and supplies to the poor of 
42 countries. 

Richard Bloch, whose Cancer 
Hotline and R.A. Bloch Cancer Sup- 
port Center help people fight the 
disease, was speaking to a group of 
physicians in another city. 

Bloch, who made a fortune as the 
R of H&R Block financial services, 
became a soldier in the fight against 
cancer in 1980 after he was cured of 
the disease. He now provides other 
sufferers with information about the 
state-of-art-treatment and psycho- 
logical support they need to battle 
the illness. 

“T don’t know anything about the 
cause of cancer — that’s for scien- 
tists,” said Bloch. “But what I know 
something about is fighting cancer.” 

Like Bloch, the other two men 
also were self-made millionaires who 
were inspired by personal events to 


direct their organizational abilities to 
humanitarian goals.. Fuller earned 
millions in direct, mail and publishing 
by the time he was 29. His wife then 
told him she was leaving him. “I gave 
her everything money could buy but 
me, and she left me,” he said.

But he pursued her. ‘They recon- 
ciled, sold the businesses, gave away 
their money .and found. religion 
through an organization — called 
Koinonia Farm near Americus, Ga. 

His Habitat for Humanity is based 
on the biblical adage of building 
houses for the poor while “seeking no 
profit and charging no interest.” 

For a minimal down payment anda 
commitment to help with construc- 
tion, low income people are promised 
adecent home and interest-free mort- 
gage with monthly payments that of- 
ten are lower than the rent they were 
paying. 

Macauley, whose money came from 
founding the Virginia Fibre Corp., 
said he was transformed when some- 
one raising money for orphans in 
Vietnam asked him for $5,000. 

He said his family had been saving 
for a new car, but when asked 
whether to spend it on a car or the 
orphans, the “vote was unanimous.” 


The orphans got the money and 
Macauley began a crusade to help 
victims of disaster in foreign coun- 
tries.

—Myrt Armstrong, executive di- 
rector of the Mental Health Associa- 
tion of North Dakota, who directs 
programs for abused women, state 
mental patients, the disabled and 
disadvantaged. 

—Lowell Bennion, of Salt Lake 
City, Utah, whose lifetime of public 
service has included teaching at the 
University of Utah and founding the 
Institute of Religion there, being ex- 
ecutive director of the community 
services council of Salt Lake County 
and helping create the Boys’ Ranch 
in Teton Valley, Idaho, which works 
to prevent juvenile delinquency and 
promote alcohol and drug aware- 
ness. 

—Sister Rosemary Connelly, of 
Chicago, Ill., executive director of 
Misericordia, a program for more 
than 375 children and young adults 
with severe mental and-or physical 
disabilities. 

—Dorothy Height, civil rights ac- 
tivist and president of the National 
Council of Negro Women for more 
than 30 years. 

—Gerald Jampolsky and Diane 
Cirincione, leaders of 50 worldwide 
Centers for Attitudinal Healing 
which teaches that people can help 
each other heal, and founders of 
Children as Teachers of Peace 
through which children visit other 
countries as ambassadors of good 
will. 

—Emily Reno, Salvation Army 
activist in Boise, Idaho.
